McGill's English Rugby fifteen won 
fjfceir fourth successive intercollegiate 
Championship Saturday by defeating 
Varsity J 4 to 6 in the second pf the 
liome-and-homc games for the title, 
played on the Lower Campus. Vnr- 
*lty was as strong as last Saturday 
when the blue team held McGill to a 
3-al'. tic in Toronto, but, tho local 
team -was in better form, especially 
the backfield which accounted for all 
of McGIU'a tries, 

Tlio home team was superior in the 
f-crum, heeling better and getting the 
ball back to the- three-quarters, Fo- 
garty, Hart, Chalmers, and r5cc, who 
form one. of the speediest three- 
quarter lines in Eastern Canadian 
English Rùçby. \vith their continual 
combined runs they finally broke 
through the strong Varsity defence to 
score -twico in the first period and 
twice again in the. second. 

Hart Runs 60 Yard» For T>y 

From the opening McGill took the 
offensive, yet missing chances to 
score, until halfway through the per- 
iod Hart, Interco'.legiato quarter- m li- 
er, scooped up the. ball to run 60 
yards for the first score. Buttetfield 
converted. Play was about even un- 
til just at Hie end of tho first per- 
iod. Woods scored again for McOill 
after a scrum ton yards out. 

1'lay during the second ported was 
more even. Varsity started off with a 
rush, and Within five minutes Crans 
scored their first try. Ten minutes 
later Chalmers of McGill raced "5 
}iirds to make the score 31 V) 3. And 
within three minutes Hart scored his 
second try on a pass from Woods, 
.lust before Ihe close of the game 
Cameron scored for Varsity making 
the score 14 to

Dr. C. V. Martin, who is Honorary 
President oftho McGill English Ilug- 
Siy Giub, and A.D. MacTier, donor of 
the MacTier Trophy for tlio cham- 
pionship In English Kugby in Eastern 
Canada, were interested spectators at 
Saturday's match.

Favorably Impressed By Canadian Universities And. Sin- 
dents — Puzzled by Tactics Used in Football Contest 

'^yilAT Impresses mo most in Canada la tho high standard ur beauty 
prevailing among the Women, especially tlio co-eds," declared .lohn 
Mitchell, ono of tho visiting British debaters, In an Interview with tho Dully 
yesterday. Ills colleague. If. Trevor Lloyd differed; "The/,- do not strlko me 
as being extraordinary in any respect except that they do not socm to be 
regarded as out of the ordinary," he said. 

"The beauty of the co-eds on this 
continent greatly exceeds anything wo 
have in tho old country," stated Mit- 
chell. "Coupled with this, l buvo ob- 
served that the co-eds apparently 
presume their duties, in that their 
demeanour towards the stronger sex, 
and especially to the. seniors, does not 
exhibit the desired humility. It Is per- 
fectly true that a large proportion of 
the weaker sex Is engaged, and con- 
sequently there is not much oppor- 
tunity for obtaining with impunity, 
the Views of independent young ladies John Mitchell 
on society." 

"What opinion havo you of Canadian universities and students?" Mitchell 
was asked. "There is a greater show of loyalty to, and pride in one's university 
than is the case in Great Britain," he replied. "There appears to be — as fat- 
as 1 have seen— a greater tendency on the part of Canadian university stu- 
dents to retain college memories throughout their lifetime. Also, a man is 
admired as much for being a man as for his scholastic abilities. I have also

Rooting Well Organised 

When usked to givohla views on 
the McGill- Varsity football contest, 
Mitchell staled that tho well-organised 
rooting of the university students had 
claimed Ills attention. Ho was sur- 
prised at tho large amount of respon- 
sibility imposed on tho quarterback. 
Comparing Canadian football with 
Bnglish rugger ho considered tho 
Canadian game to bo by far tho more 
strategic and requiring more* skill 
than rugger. 

"Football they play at McGill." 
contributed 'Lloyd, "though tho master 
mind that controls tho games needs 
a thorough training in tho Arts of 
Military Campaigns and the theory of 
numbers. Tlio game, shows remark- 
able discipline, if a little lacking in 
individual initiative. Tlio Councils of 
War wero instructive, although I was 
not clear whether anything wa.s really 
done at them, or whether they were 
to impress the shivering opposition 
with the surprlso they wero going to 
get."

Discussing the, helmets worn by Ihe 
exponents of Canadian football, Lloyd 
rcmenisconlly said, "fjiu-o only havo

A number of albinos are situai- 
ed in tho vicinity of Huntington 
and Dr. Clouston litis pent much 
of his tlmo Working among them. 
In addressing the Medical Society 
ho is following In the footsteps of 
bis father, who I!0 years ago gave 
an address on tho same subject. 



Customs Of India 
Hinder Progress 

Indian Woman Barrister De- 
scribes Problems 

BRITAIN PRAISED 

Caste System, Though Not 
Snobbish, Is One Of India's 
Difficulties 



"The customs of the Indian people 
make it difficult to give them im- 
provements", said Cornelia Sorabji, 
prominent woman barrister of Cal- 
cutta, speaking before an overflowing 
hull at the People's Forum last night'. 
Her subject was "India's Social and 
Political Problems". 

Tlio caste systems, absence of a 
civic sense, little regard for public 
health, child orriages mid intoler- 
ance provide the major difficulties 
of her country, in her opinion. She 
spoke in praise of the attitude taken 
by Great Britain toward the political 
troubles oC i^s tolerance and patience. 
Caste Not Snobbish 

"Thorn Is no snobbery about In- 
dian caste," Miss Sorabji said, which 
differs from class distinction in other 
lands. Caste Is considered find -made. 
It Is now- possible, she pointed _ out, 
for one of low raste. to rise higher, 
but in spite of this the system is still 
a grave difficulty. 

Tho average Hindu has little idea 
of time, or of the necessity of keep- 
ing an engagenreiit, siald India's first 
woman gradua tc. They do not con- 
sider themselves their 'Wether's 
helper", nor try to guard the public 
health. 

Ill-liealth Is In them occupation by 
a god or démoli, who would resent 
Interference. Infant, marriages— some- 
times curried so far Hint a child Is 
born a widow— and exorbitant rates 
of interest form hindrances. 

Masses Uneducated 

Hindus nro not politically minded 
us a whole, ha Id the speaker. They 
(ire ' dreamers. Besides this difficulty^ 
the vast III tt orn 1 0 masses provide 
another. A largo percent of India's 
vast population fa uneducated, she 
slaele to responsible government, 
declared, and aro formidable ob- 

Tbo more liberal-minded Indians 
who are stronger In Iho government, 
look with disdain upon the orthodox. 
They regard many orthodox religious 
observances ns gross superstition, 
adding another difficulty lo sclf-gov- 
ernment. 

Throughout all these troubles, Sho 
believes that the Hrlllsli attitude was 
Worthy of praise. Cinndbiiis .should 
lie proud of their mother-country, 
she ola lined.

Thousand to 7-7 Finish of Game 
Featured by Sparkling Football

Play-by-play charts of tho game 
Indicate that with tho exception of 
tho kick-off, tho ball was "on the 
McGill sldo or centre field for 
practically tho wholo of the first 
quarter. However, tho red team's 
march from goal -line to goal-line 
during which they lost possession 
of tho bull for only ono Varsity 
down, and made first downs by 
carrying tho ball forward just six 
times, was begun In tho first frame. 

At the whlslto the ball was Mc- 
Glll's at the Varsity 45, yard-lino. A 
kick and a Varsljy fumble advanced 
tho piay ten yards with tho l.omo 
team still In possession, and »ho re- 
lentless plunging commenced again. 
Twico tho Varsity line held on the 
verge of tho goal-line, and Don 
Young's attempted unside kick on 
the third .down went to the deadline 
for a single. 

After the face-off the hlucboys 
advanced the play mainly by their 
margin on exchange of kicks, until 
finally Hammond received a 50-yard 
loft on his own 12-yard line. Shaking 
off tacklers, he toro to his left 
across tho field and passed to 
Captain Boborty, his running m:.te. 
The latter was not stopped until lie 
had run RO yards to Varsity's 40- 
yard line. A kick und another Varsity 
fumble resulted in Boverlng Ecorlng 
tho red team's touchdown, which 
Uolierty converted. 

Varsity's touchdown resulted from 
a fumble too. The whole 0 £ tho 
fourth quarter was featured by 
spectacular open-field running. Up 
until the time of the Toronto "touch 
It was tho visitors who toro around; 
after that tho rcdmen fought to 
break tho tie, and carried tho ball 
for yards Ihrco times and moved 
the slicks by recovering an onside 
kick oncè. lu the dying minutes et 
the game lt|||y Hell just ran a kick 
out. to avoid a rouge which 'would 
have meant a Mctlill victory. 

The finish of the gain» was not 
dissimilar to that of the Hamilton- 
M.A.A.A. contest on the same field 
a week ago, when Welch just failed 
to kick a touch-in-goai, which would 
have broken n 0-all tie. 



Perhaps It was duo to nervous- 
ness, but It seemed that the M.S. P.M.

r-GILL at home to 
Varsity in the an- 
nual football classic 
seldom fails to 
thrill and chill a 
thronged Mol3on 
Stadium, and last Saturday- 
was no exception. Nine thou- 
sand local football fans were 
kept in a high pitch of excite- 
ment as the redmen, playing 
like men inspired against a 
team that had been considered 
invincible in intercollegiate cir- 
cles, tore the confident blue 
machine to threads in nearly 
every' period, only to fall before 
Lady Luck who decreed the 
game should end seven all. 

From McGill's standpoint it 
was a great battle. Right from 
the first quarrter, which was 
scoreless, the red and white 
were obviously the better team. 
The redmen gradually were 
gathering impetus that climbed 
to the heights when they made 
yards five times in succession 
advancing the ball far into 
Varsity territory to the three 
yard line, where the blue held 
tight. An onside kick went to 
the deadline, and McGill were 
ahead for the first time this 
year. This was in the second 
quarter, and it was not long 
after that Doherty took a pass 
from Hammond and galloped 65 
yards. Richardson dropped Lov- 
ering's high hoist on the Var- 
sity 10, and Granger was right 
on the job. The next play sent 
Lovering over the line for the 
first earned touchdown of the 
season, and Doherty made no 
mistake on the convert. The 
ball had been bucked from end 
to end by McGill. 

Varsity's Break 

U was not til' late iu the last quar- 
ter that Varsity took advantage of a 
break and evened it up, as a great 
time should. Tlio scoro was seven to 
two for the homo team, and tho 
mighty Sinclair, who had scored all 
tho Varsity point's of tho season via 
tlio aerial route, lifted a mammoth 
drive to Doherty on tho McGill 15 
yard line. The rednien's captain, who 
had ïjeeu playing his best gamo o£ 
tho season, was working out of a 
muck of tacklers, when tho bull was 
punched" from his hands, and Varsity 
recovered, John l-'itzpatrick, Olym- 
pic sprinter, flashed for two long 
plungers, and Jim went over, alter tho 
redmen had held ono play right on 
the line. 

That made tho scoro seven all, and 
tho air was tonso as liol! tried tho 
convert, Instead ol' Sinclair, whoso 
leg was hurt, it failed. There was 
only a few minutes to go, and McGill 
wero fighting mail. Varsity wore held 
after tho kick-off; and once moro Do- 
herty passed to Hammond alter Sin 
Clair's long kick lo allow tho Sher- 
brooke, flash to streak 20 yards. Onco 
again McGill uiado yards twico In 
succession, but tho exchange of kicks 
did not change, positions. Young 
took a despcrato measuro, and tried 
an onside. which Doherty and Ham- 
mond combined to grab. There wa.s 
only seconds to go, and tho ball was 
15 yards out. It was up Lo Bill Lov- 
ering to win tho gamo with a boot 
if ho could make. it. Tho Identical 
situation of tho week beforo, when 
M.A.A.A. tied with Hamilton tlgors, 
and in tho saino spot on tho' field. 
Nino thousands hearts and hopes 
went with Loverlng's hoist, which 
hovered high over tho goal line, and 
dropped safely into Bell's arras, one 
yard out.

higher learning. The result !a that all must 
; ravel at tho pace of tlio m ow and the 
standard is greatly reduced when com- 
pared wijLh that which can be maintained 
in a country where advantage is held out 
only to the superior mentalities. 

The second reason for academic de- 
cline in a large university in America lies 
in the very psychology of the race and the 
diversity of interests which is bound to be 
produced when several thousands of the 
young people of this continent are brought 
together in community life. At once a paper 
is established; A dramatic club is started 
and before long energy is being dissipated 
in a hundred different ways, Consequently, 
academic standards must slump sharply. 

Thus does mere size jeopardise the 
true function of a university. "The rolling- 
mill college" stands condemned if its intel- 
lectual functions arc to be hampered by the 
the presence of several thousand drones 
who are unfit to take anything beneficial 
from the university and unable to give 
anything to it.

STUDENTS, we think, were meant to be 
a little queer. They were meant to hold 
much more liberal ideas on subjects than 
are people outside the university gates. For 
under the present system professors, with 
some exceptions, expect the students .to 
think out. things for themselves. They ex- 
pect them to read theory with a careful 
impartiality, and then to form their own 
opinions. 

Actually we know that this is seldom 
the case. Students tend to form prejudice 
just as much as other people. But they 
often take a more ideal attitude to situa- 
tions than others. Most students have their 
own conception of , an ideal world, with 
equality of races, classes and the like. They 
usually get beyond the bovine attitude of 
the young fellow in business, whose ideal 
world too often is one in which he is a 
millionaire, and commends the respects of 
a humble community. , s 

When situations aris« in the economic 
and ecclesiastical realm which cut across 
some student's ideas or ideals, these in- 
dividuals are disturbed, and often say, "If 
I could handle the situation, I'd do 
ngs vastly differently and much more 
sibly." They are pulling on their 
leaches, so to speak, eager to get into the 
struggle, where they may be able, to effect 
improvement. 

And yet when college days are over, 
and streams of students pour out of the 
universities, too often all these ideals are 
soon forgotten. Some get into the business 
grind, others enter professions. These 
eager hopeLi are soon dulled, and before 
long nothing is left but a compromise 
where the change is explained in terms of 
"il is all very well, but business is bus- 
iness" or "real life is different 'from 
t heory." 

Two graduates met on the street. "Say 
Bill," says one to the other, "do you re-' 
member the crazy ideas we had at college 
about how to run a business and maintain 
ethical principles in our professions?" And 
they both laugh. 

Somehow, if that is all our college 
courses mean to us, a business college or a 
technical school would serve as well, and 
be less expensive into the bargain. No; if 
we intend to make -the distinction a 
valuable one later, we must plant our 
ideals in deep soil, and stand by them to 
protect them from being uprooted when 
the first situation occurs to disturb them. 
Conforming to a bad situation is unworthy 
of our possibilities, and if our inspiration 
at college means something to us out of 
the social struggle it should mean as much 
later on. 

It is a standard by which we must 
stand fast and be ready to fight to the last 
ditch.

Size And Worth 

WITH few exceptions, phenomnal growth 
in colleges has been accompanied by 
decline in academic standards; and curi- 
ously enough these co-related facts seem 
to apply to the American continent more 
than to any part of the educational world. 
Here, there is a distinct tendency towards 
"bigger and better" colleges and an equally 
distinct tendency away from academic- 
heights. That in England, at least size and 
mediocrity are not interchangeable terms, 
is amply demonstrated in the rise to prom- 
inence of such noted universities as those 
of Birmingham, Leeds and London, whicli 
*je past few decades have grown to 



amazing proportions but which have re- 
tained their reputations for academic 
It is not so difficult to account for 
American deviations from this condition as 
might at tirst be expected. There are two 
outstanding reasons why the American 
University should wander from the path of 
academic rectitude as it increases in size 
First, there is the general slowing process 
which has been introduced into North 
American education by a system which 
tries to live up to the maxim of "equal 
opportunity for all" by making an effort to
